ASYLUM MATTERS. 


The attempted displacement of 
Dr. Dawson from the asylum man- 
agement is the all-absorbing topic 
in Reno, and is attracting the at- 
tention of the press in all directions. 
While ne one as yet has disputed 
the right of the Board of Commis- 
sioners for the care of the insane to 
make a change, the opinion is very 
generally expressed that such action 
on their part would establish a very 
dangerous precedent. The removal 
of an honest, efficient public ser- 
vant from a position for no other 
reason than to make room for some- 
body else is not good form. It bas 
been the cause of more trouble and 
has done more to undermine and 
demoralize our free institutions 
than any other cause. The 
“charges” against Dawson on file 
in the office of the Secretary of the 
Board of Commissioners are so 
trivial that they are hardly worthy 
of thought; but they have been 
made and filed, and it is most cer- 
tainly doing Dr. Dawson an irre- 
parable wrong not to allow him the 
privilege of taking a copy of them 
to use as he sees fit. It is beneath the 
dignity of the Board entrusted with 
public business to refuse Dawson a 
show for his white ally;’’ in other 
words, not toallow him the same 
privileges before the Board that is ac- 
corded to those seeking the position. 
The lowest criminal in the land 
has his rights, and when he is ac- 
cused of violating the laws of the 
country our courts listen to his 
story and accord to him the privi- 
lege enjoyed by every human being 
who comes to our shores. If the 
Board has anything against Daw- 
son which would justify them in 
removing him, it is but just for 
them to inform Dawson of their 
objections and give hima chance 
to auswer or explain away any 
miseonduct on his part they think 
him guilty of. 

Dr. Dawson has filled the position 
of Superintendent since the first of 
last July, and his management has 
been honest and economical. The 
Board should consider that since 
the matter has assumed the shape 
it is now in it would be next to an 
impossibility for anyone they may 
appoint to manage the Asylum 
successfully. He would be subject 
to constant criticism and attack, 
and they themselves have estab- 
lished a precedent which will make 
his position uncertain, uncomfort- 
able and weak. The Virginia Foot 
Light of last evening, in discussing 
the action taken by the Board at 
its last meeting, says: 

The Democrats of California, deem- 
ing the office of Superintendent of the 
Insane Asylum above the political 
foot-ball, have made no changes in the 
ma ent of the institutions at Napa 
and kton. If the Commissioners 
are Satisfied that Dr. Dawson is not a 
fit person to fill the position of Super- 
intendent of the insane asylum, they 
should remove him. But no gentle- 
man should lose his position on such 


flimsy charges as have been trumped 
up nsteDr. Dawson by — gd 
— unters. We hope the of 
nsane lum Commissioners will 
take it into consideration who the 
would-be successors to Dr. Dawson 
are before they remove the gentleman 
from the position which he occupies. 


The same paper also says that a 
combination was formed some 
months ago between a Reno physi- 
cian and one living on the Com- 
stock to eust Superintendent Daw- 
son from the place, and that the 
union so formed was destined to 
work well, for the Commission 
being equally divided between both 
political parties, there appeared 
to be no objection to a Re- 
publican’s getting first place and to 
a Democrat’s securing the next, 
and thinks that if the Board of In- 
sane Asylum Commissioners re- 
move Dr. Dawson for playing a 
game of cards for drinks, which 
scems to be the most important ac- 
cusation made against the gentle- 
man, and entertain for a moment 
the applications of those who seek 
his removal, they will very much 
disappoint the well-meaning citl- 
zens of the :

It is now said that Carey has impli- 
cated John McCafferty, a gentleman 
said to be from California, who with a 
private Secretary, named Milne, was 
in London last April and May for the 
ostensible purpose of disposing of a 
mine in California. Both gentlemen 
in their conversation were extremely 
anti-English and were well supplied 
with money. Carey, it is said, told 
detective officers here that these gen- 
tlemen frequently furnished him large 
sums of money to cover expenses of a 
secret order, and that McCafferty told 
him to wind twine around the handles 
of the knives, as was the custom in 
California, to give the user a firm grip 
ofthe weapon. Both McCafferty and 
Milne were well known to the Amer- 
ican colony in London, aud to Scot- 
land Yard detectives, and it is hinted 
that Close, a Scotland Yard detective, 
who is now in New York, ostensibly 
to bring back to England King, the 
alleged incendiary, is in reality seek- 
ing to identify McCafferty and Milne, 
the first of whom is supposed to be 
the real instigator in the conspiracy 
which led to the Phoenix Park mur- 
ders.

The Prophet Still Positive that His 
Prophecy will be Fulfilled. 
NEW Yorg, March 9. 
All the morning papers devote 
space to a discussion of the great 


storm prophecy and the prospect of its 


fulfillment, The Tribune has an Ot- 
tawa (Ont.) special reporting an inter- 
Mew last night with Wiggins, who 
stoutly reasserts that the storm will 
originate on the Northern Pacific on 
the morning of the 9th, and strike this 
continent from the Southeast all along 
the Atlantic Coast; On the afternoon 
of the 10th travel westward South of 
the parallel ot 45, and returning from 
the Rocky Mountain range over 
great Canadian lakes on the llth. The 
storm will continue its work in some 
part of the world for several days. 
“The falling of heavy meteors in the 
last few days,” says Wiggins, ‘‘ owing 
to increased and continuous northern 
lights, isa sign. You will havea sign 
in an enormous tidal wave in the Bay 
of Bengal to-morrow, and increased 
tides this afternoon and to-morrow in 
the Atlantic. The meteorological bu- 
reaus here and in London laugh at 
what they call my nonsense, but my 
predictions are simply scientific de- 
ductions.”’ 

The reporter said: Then you are 
positive that the body of the storm is 
yet to come? Wigaims replied: “An 
arm of the storm is now over the 
South Pacific. You will certainly see 
a great storm on next Saturday.“ 


A Pitiable Picture of Desolation 
Along the Mississippi. 
Sr. Louis, March 8. 

A Globe-Democrat correspondent at 
Helena gives thetollowing view of the 
situation: There are not more than 
two or three spots of dry land between 
Memphis and this point. Scores of the 
best farms in Arkansas and Mississip- 
pi are completely wrecked and the 
most of them abandoned. Owners and 
laborers have fled to higher ground. 
Cattle are standing in the water. 
Every gin-house is filled with colored 
people. At Harbul’s Landing 18 
colored men and women in boats 
moored to trees on the flooded 
banks are waiting for steamers to take 
them away. There is not a foot of 
dry land within forty miles. Skiff- 
loads of colored people and their 
household goods are seen at various 
points seeking for ground to rest on. 
At Starling the colored people, horses 
and cattle are indiscriminately bud- 
died in the upper story of the only 
store there. At Star Landing the 
dwellings are full of cattle and the 
gin-house full of negroes. The pros- 
pects are certainly favorable for a big 
rise below here, as the flow of water 
from St. Francis river is undiminished. 


The Same Old Foolish Experiment 
PittsBuRG, Pa., March 9. 

A terrible explosion of dynamite 
occurred this morning at Fleming’s 
stone quarry, in Dead Man's Hollow, 
near McKee’s Port, Pa. Dan and 
George Henninger, Noble Gilke and 
an unknown man were at work in the 
quarry. One of them attempted to 
thaw out a can of dynamite which had 
frozen and an explosion followed, 
scattering rock and earth in every 
direction. Paul Henninger was killed 
outright and Geo. Henninger and a 
colored man so badly injured that 
they will die. 


Electricity as a Moter. 
New York, March 9. 

Experiments will som be made with 
a view of introducing electricity as a 
motive power on the elevated road in 
this city. These experiments will be 
conducted by Stephen D. Field, the 
electrician. Mr. Field has been at 
work experimenting with electric mo- 
tors fora long time, and claims pri- 
ority on his idea to both Dieniens, the 
original of electric roads in Great 
Britain, and Edison, whose road at 
Menlo Park has been running for ex- 
perimental purposes for over two years

PHILADELPHIA, March 9. 

A German servant girl, Catherine 
Mettzgar, in the employ of Samuel 
May attempted to murder Mrs. May 
and the latter’s child this morning. 
She assaulted the former with a 
hatchet and fractured the skull of the 
child with a bottle. At is believed 
Mrs. May will recover, but the child 
will die. The servant is evidently in- 
sane, and says she was directed to 

commit the murder by a dream.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
Trials and Tribulations of Con- 
gressmen and Office-Seckers, 

| Wasuinoron, March 8. 
Judge Cook of lowa is in a seat in 
Congress. He was elected to Congress 
as a Greenbacker, but the certificate of 
election was given to Cutts, whose ma- 
jority was made up by the votes ofa 
number of Virginia negroes shipped to 
Iowa to work in the miffés at a con- 
venient time beſore the election In 
1880. Judge Cook contested Cutts’ 
right to the seat in Congress, and after 
being kept hanging between hope and 
fear for two years was sworn in as a 
member of the House during the very 
last week of the session. Those two 
years seemed to him at least four, as 
he saw his pocket-book collapsing 
tinder the expensive demands of law- 
yers and Washington boarding-house 
keepers, but when he became a full- 
fledged Congressman his spirits re- 
bounded and he returned to the indul- 
gence of three square meals a day. 
He applied for his two years’ salary, 
mileage and other allowances that 
go to make Congressmen happy, but 
just as his hand was ready to take the 
prize a scrupulous official raised the 
question whether the Judge is entitled 
to the whole $10,000 salary, he having 
held the office of Judgein Iowa dur- 
ing a part of tne time covered by the 
Congressional term for which he was 
elected. Now theJudge rubs his bald 
head and strokes his long red whis- 
kers while he meditates and awaits 
the decision of Controller Lawrence. 
Mr. Sessenghauf of St. Louis has 
drawn about $13,000 from the day that 
he represented a part of St. Louis in 
Congress, Yet be thinks he was badly 
treated because an appropriation of 
$250 for his stationery allowance was 
put in the sundry civil bill. When 
it was suggested that he had not earned 
$10,000 by one day’s service, he re- 
plied that he was admitted in time 
to vote for the tariff bill and that 
vote alone was worth all of $10,000. 
All the Civil Service Commissioners 
are here waiting for the Secretary of 
the Interior to provide a place for 
them to perferm their duties. The 
venerable originator of the Civil Ser- 
vice, Dorman B. Eaton, remarks that 
he fears there will be nothing for the 
Commissioners to do unless they get 
to work very soon, for the reason that 
Congressmen and ex-Congressmen are 
putting a great many men into office. 
This remark is justified by the great 
rush of members of the late Congress 
to secure places for themselves or for 
their dependants, It would be highly 
interesting to have a batch of the 
statesmen who were wounded in the 
revolution of 1881 subjected to a crit- 
wal Civil Service examination, A 
large number of appointments are 
to be made within the next few months 
for the public service in aud outside of 
Washington, but only a small! portion 
of them will come within the juris- 
diction of the Givil Service Board.

NEW YorK, March 9.

Beecher’s Firm Friend. 
New YorkK, March 9. 
Chester Carpenter, foreman, of the 
jury in the notorious Tilton-Beecher 
trial and one of the most zealous of 
Beecher’s friends in the jury-room, 
died suddenly on Wednesday.

5 TAX ON BEEF. 


Hegan on the Subject. 


Editor Gazette: —I have under- 
stood from authority that can 
hardly be questioned, that our As- 
sessor is about to tax the cattle of 
the non-residents of our State, who 
have spent the Winter iu our county 
for the purpose of feeding their cat- 
tle aud bettering their condition 
for the San Francisco market. 
While the Assessor does not profess 
that it is within his province to as- 
sess cattle in transit, that is, those 
that come to our town and are fed, 


watered and cared for two or three 
days, he claims that the cattie that 
were driven here last Fall, and 
have been fed during the Winter 
are subject to, and ought to be 


taxed, although their owners are 
non-residents of our county and 
the cattle were driven from a for- 
eign State. I fail to see why the 
cattle fed here during the Winter 
are not just in the condition of 


days. There is no intention on the 
eep them here. Both stopped 


stock for the market, and neither 
had the least intention of making 
more than a temporary sojourn 
among our people, and the law that 
allows the taxing of the property of 
either owner is in my opinion un- 


just. But,“ says one, they will 


not be taxed at all if we do not tax 
them.“ That is no concern of ours; 
their owners live in a foreign State, 
and let their own State attend to 
them. Would the Assessor think 
of taxing the money a man might 
have who had stopped three or four 
months in our county for the ben- 


efit of his health, or for pleasure, 


but had no intention of remaining 
in our State? But there is another 
phase of tbis same question of 


far greater import to our (e 
pre than that of the right 
of taxation, and that is the 
effect it will have upon our 


ranchers if a tax is levied and col- 
lected on the non-residents of our 


State, who have brought their cat- 


tle here and fed them during the 
Winter. Our valley is noted 
throughout this and adjoining 


States for the richness of its 
tures and for the fattening qualities 
of the different kinds of hay we pro- 


duce. For this hay we have no 

Le our ranchers are gen- 
rto purchase stock to 
gut we, even if it be 
40 anything to destroy 
the only present market we have 
for the only production that our 
ranchers raise in excess of their de- 
mands? Ranchers, for every dollar 
collected from these men you will 
have to pay twehty—iu fact it is an 
additional tax levied on you and 
you will have to pay it twenty fold, 
and it would be far better for us, if 
our Commissioners and their ad- 
visers persist in carrying the pro- 
posed tax into effect, to at once 
meet and pay the tax for these men. 
The only men benefited would be 


our county stock men, as they are 
called, who could then purchase our 


hay at their own prices, ranging 


from $3 50 to $5 per ton.
